WELL-KEPT SECRET 


Clare Luce's Illness 
Traced To Ceiling Paint 


NEW YORK (IP)—CIA agents 
have traced the cause of the 
recurring illnesses of Ambas­ 
sador to Italy Clare Boothe 
Luce to arsenic poisoning from 
the white-painted roses on her 
bedroom ceiling. 
Time Magazine, in its issue 
appearing Thursday, will say 
that for 20 months Mrs. Luce 
had been breathing fumes, eat­ 
ing food and drinking coffee 
powdered with deadly white 
dust. 
Tests showed that the white 
roses in the bedroom of her 
17th century Villa Taverna had 
been brushed and re-brushed 
with paint having a high con­ 
tent of arsenate of lead. 
The magazine said the dis­ 
covery was made more than a 
year ago and the poisoning 
was “ one of the best kept se­ 
crets of U. S. diplomacy.” 


C O N D IT IO N G R E W W O R S E 
In the late summer of 1954, 
Mrs. Luce returned to the 
United States where after a 
long medical examination ex­ 
perts found she had symtoms 
of serious anemia and extreme 
nervous fatigue. Feeling better | 
after two months, she returned j 
to Rome to face a full work j 
load.

zine said, “ all the symptoms 
appeared and some new and 
frightening ones developed.

she was at home during the 
1955 New Year’s holidays. 
NO SUSPECTS FOUND

secret came out, the Central 
Intelligence Agency and em­ 
bassy officials went quietly to 
work. All U. S. Italian embassy 
employees were quickly inves- 


tigated. No individual who had 
any contact with the ambassa­ 
dor seemed even remotely sus- 
pect.

Circus Will Henceforth Go Indoors 


PITTSBURGH UP — Rousta­ 
bouts pulled down for the last 
time today the mammoth tent 
of Ringling Brothers-Barnum & 
Bailey circus, ending an era 
in 
American 
entertainm ent 
that thrilled generations. 
“The 
Greatest 
Show 
on 
Earth” closed its road tour in 
a blaze of glory last night at 
nearby Heidelberg. Every per­ 
form er seemed to put a little 
extra into his act for the crowd 
of 10.000. 
It was a night of glitter and 
spectacle. 
A fter 
the 
crowd 
melted 
away, weary perform ers and 
workers packed belongings and 
gear, and the circus headed for 
w inter quarters at Sarasota, 
Fla., in its gaudy railroad cars. 
John Ringling North, board 
chairman and president of the 
circus, announced the closing 
of the 1956 season shortly be­ 
fore the afternoon show. 
“The tented circus as it now 
exists is, in my opinion, a thing 
of the past,” North said. “We 
are considering plans for the 


future which may involve an 
almost completely mechanical­ 
ly controlled exhibition ’’ 
But he promised the circus 
will open as usual next year 
on April 3 at Madison Square 
Garden in New York and will 
play the 1957 season in other 
air-conditioned arenas in the 
United States. 
Gone will be the big top, the 
sideshows and the midway— 
where 
wide-eyed 
youngsters 
strolled with their parents and 
cajoled peanuts, cotton candy, 
bright-hued dolls and other 
trinkets. 
Labor troubles, bad weather, 
rising costs and other factors 
such as television, which cut 
into attendance, put an end to 
the tent show. 
Similar 
problems 
sounded 
the death knell earlier this 
year for two other circuses— 
Clyde Beatty and King Bros. 
However, a group of men for­ 
merly associated with Ringling 
Bros., Barnum & Bailey has 
purchased the Clyde Beatty 
Circus and plan to reopen it 


Aug. 30 in Albuquerque, N.M. 
If the plan materializes, it 
would be the last big traveling 
road circus in America. 
“The 
G reatest 
Show 
on 
Earth” had its start as a tiny 
wagon show in 1884. It grew 
steadily, and combined with 
Barnum & Bailey in 1919 to 
become the largest circus in 
the world. 
Then came the heyday of the 
circus. It prospered and be­ 
came a byword in America. 
John Ringling, last of the 
five founding brothers, died in 
1936 and the circus soon be­ 
gan experiencing difficulties. 
Internal troubles flared up. 
Several t i m e s 
management 
changed hands. 
On July 1,1944, came one of 
the biggest blows. One hun­ 
dred and sixty-eight persons 
died and 487 were injured 
when a fire started in the big 
top in Hartford, Conn. 
In the next 10 years the cir 
cus paid out some four million 
dollars in damage claims. Some 


officials went to jail. 
North, head of the circus for 
most of the years since the 
death of his uncle John Ring- 
ling, rounded up some of the 
greatest 
perform ers 
in 
the 
world, air-conditioned the big 
top and made many innova­ 
tions. 


But troubles continued to 
m o u n t . Patronage declined 
Unions pressed for recognition. 
Feuds developed and key per­ 
sonnel 
resigned. 
L o t s 
big 
enough to accommodate the 
huge tent became scarce, and 
the circus had to set up on 
the outskirts of cities. Recent­ 
ly, bad weather and injuries 
plagued it. 
Agamst t h i s 
background, 
North decided to call it quits 
on the “Sawdust Trail.”

TODAY'S E D IT O RIAL 
Continuing Program Needed 
For Marin's Senior Citizens 


“ . . . the sad paradox of our civilization is 
that while we are entering on old folks’ boom 
in term of numbers, and our old people are 
healthier than the aged of previous times, 
we manage to make so many of them feel 
useless and unwanted. 
We chain many of 
them to the idleness of a retirem ent they 
do not want. They offer the fruits of long 
experience and industry meets them at the 
door with an unwelcome mat. 
“Sometimes, in our mad pursuit and 
idolatry of youth, it seems almost as if we 
really regarded growing old as a crime 
against nature. 
“But the real crime lies the other w'ay. 
It is a crime against human nature to shove 
the old out of the way, when they still have 
much to offer, and treat them as calendar 
cripples.” 


So wrote Associated Press columnist 
Hal ‘‘Pavement Plato” Boyle on this 
page one day last week. 
While Boyle was writing in general 
terms about what is taking place na­ 
tionally, what he had to say neverthe­ 
less has a direct local application. 
We have right here in Marin a size­ 
able and growing number of “Senior 
Citizens” who are to a degree by-passed 
and overlooked by community activi­ 
ties. 
Their incomes are in many in­ 
stances meager. The activities which 
they can enjoy and from which they can 
receive satisfaction are scant. 
A considerable number of them suf­ 
fer from idleness and loneliness. 
This situation is not a brand new de­ 
velopment. It has been with us for some 
time. We have discussed it in this space 
before. 
We have urged that something be 
done about it, in this space before. 
To date powerful little has been done.

Intermittently some 
individual or 
group comes forward with a one-time 
project to provide the old folks with an 
outing. The seniors soon are due for a 
day’s visit to Hamilton Air Force base. 
But it’s a long time between these 
one-time events. 
What’s needed is a continuing pro­ 
gram the likes of which has been de­ 
veloped in other communities where 
this same program and need exists. 
We have a good many individuals and 
groups in Marin County who make it 
their business to look after the needs of 
youth. In San Rafael, for instance, we 
have an extensive recreation program 
for young people, during the summer 
months especially, paid for out of tax 
funds. 
There are innumerable service clubs, 
guilds, etc., ready to step in to meet any 
pressing need of youth. 
Would that the same were true for 
the needs of our Seniors. 
What Marin needs is some service 
clubs, guilds and other volunteer or­ 
ganizations and individuals who will de­ 
vote themselves to solving the problems 
attendant to meeting the needs of our 
Seniors. 
What is principally needed is (1) a 
planned program of activities for old­ 
sters and (2) funds to conduct the pro­ 
gram. 
Somewhere in the county are individ­ 
uals and groups “looking for a worthy 
cause” to espouse. We can’t think of a 
more worthy one nor one that needs 
more doing than meeting the needs of 
our Senior Citizens.

Wanted: Brainy Women To Enter 


Field O f Industrial Research 


NEW YORK (*) — Women 
make up nearly one-third of 
the nation’s working force, 
but only 1 out of 20 scientific 
workers is a woman. 
One of America's top indus­ 
trial scientists said today the 
field of research is wide open 
for women—and that thou­ 
sands are urgently needed. 
The pay range is from $4,000 
a year to $12,000 or more, de­ 
pending on ability. 
“If we want to continue to 
be the scientific leader of the 
world, we are going to have 
to increase the size of our 
technological 
f o r e e,” 
e x- 
plained 
Dr. 
A. 
B. 
Kinzel. 
“Women are a factor, and we 
can’t overlook them. 


“INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH 
right now could use 5,000 to 
10,000 women a year — and 
more in the future.” 
Dr. Kinzel, at 56 the holder 
of more than 40 patents, is 
vice president in charge of 
research for the giant Union 
Carbide and Carbon Corp. He 
supervises 23 laboratories. 
“We have 630 ranking sci­ 
entists engaged in basic re­ 
search, of whom only 23 are 
women,” he continued. “But 
we’d like more. If we could 
find them, our 
firm 
alone 
could make room within a 


year or two for 500 young 
women with B.S. or Ph.D. de­ 
grees.” 


DR. KINZEL IS a stout be­ 
liever that women are just 
as brainy as men, and says 
the reason America has pro­ 
duced 
so 
few 
outstanding 
lady scientists is simply be­ 
cause so few in the past en­ 
tered the field. 
But more are doing so now. 
Only 183 women were en­ 
gaged in chemical research in 
1941. Now there are about 
1.000. 
“When it comes to science,” 
said Dr. Kinzel, “women may 
seem a bit more emotional 
and less objective than men. 
But they are also more intui­ 
tive and less inhibited in their 
thinking. 
“In 
invention 
this 
is 
a 
great 
help. 
Inhibition 
o f 
thought is a real block to in­ 
ventiveness. 


“INTELLIGENT women are 
less likely than men to take 
it for granted that a thing 
can’t be done. They are more 
likely, therefore, to come up 
with a fresh approach to a 
problem.” 
A girl with a Ph.D. degree 
today can get $600 a month 
in research, twice the salary

of a secretary. But Dr. Kinzel 
pointed out she also works 
in surroundings more pleas­ 
ant that those in an average 
business office—and has more 
opportunity to meet and m ar­ 
ry a man of her own profes­ 
sional and cultural class.

tube and Bunsen 
burner set are still bachelors. 


“SCIENTIFIC WORK is no 
deterrent to romance,” said 
Dr. Kinzel emphatically. “And 
marriages between two peo­ 
ple interested in science seem 
to work out better on the av­ 
erage than 
between people 
who don’t share a similar in­ 
terest. 


“Nor does marriage need 
to term inate a woman's ca­ 
reer. She can return to her 
job. If she’s a good scientist, 
she can also at the same time 
be a good 
housewife 
and 
mother. 


“THERE IS NO basic con­ 
flict. In fact there is less con­ 
flict, because in true science 
you don’t work under a time 
pressure. No boss is standing 
over you demanding an im­ 
mediate result.” 


Dr. Kinzel feels that in ad­ 
dition to the high pay, scien- 
tic work is attractive to wom­ 
en because it is peculiarly re­ 
warding in term s of a feeling 
of service and p e r s o n a l 
achievement. 
What about it, girfs? Sci­ 
ence 
helped 
free 
modern 
women from drudgery. How 
about the ladies pitching in 
now and helping free sci­ 
ence?

Some time age, the m atter of 
work for young people in Cal­ 
ifornia was discussed in this 
column, and the antiquated 
labor 
laws

which prohibit working for 
boys and girls during the off- 
school season, decried as a 
menace to sound economic 
principles and a contributory 
factor in expanding juvenile 
delinquency.

of Montebello. 


A BILL BY Assemblyman 
Byron Rumford of Berkeley, 
known as AB 662 in the 1955 
session of the Legislature, 
has been turned over to this 
committee for comprehensive 
investigation. 


The bill was instigated as a 
result of a successful experi­ 
ment in the Berkeley area, 
which was conducted under 
the joint sponsorship of the 
Berkeley office of the State 
Department of Employment, 
headed by Marjorie Walker, 
and the Berkeley YMCA. It 
is known as “workreation.” 


SUM AND SUBSTANCE of 
the program is the creation 
of a work program plus a 
recreation 
program 
during 
the summer for boys 14 to 16 
years of age, who at the 
present time are barred from 
employment because of the 
so-called child labor laws in 
this state. These laws pro­ 
hibit boys under 16 years of 
age from obtaining rem uner­ 
ative employment in most in­ 
dustries and business, despite 
the fact that the 14-year-old 
is not only willing but anx­ 
ious to enter productive em­ 
ployment. 


T h e 
Berkeley 
program, 


which has been under way 
since 1952, has attracted wide 
attention in California. As a 
result, Rumford introduced 
legislation which would make 
it possible for all communi­ 
ties in California to partici­ 
pate in a 
similar 
program, 
working through the Depart­ 
ment of Employment in the 
state’s various cities. 


MUNNELL HAS sent out 
letters and questionnaires to 
city officials and to responsi­ 
ble organizations concerned 
with the problems of youth in 
California, to determ ine how 
widespread may be the de­ 
mand for youth work pro­ 
grams. 
The questionnaires include 
questions 
on 
the 
teen-age 
problems of the communities, 
organized recreation, and in­ 
quires as to whether the com­ 
munity thinks it needs legis­ 
lation to effectuate a pro­ 
gram. In some communities 
similar programs have been 
started, but the legislation 
would assist in making such 
programs more widespread, 
the author believes. 


RUMFORD’S BILL declares

An explosive political situ­ 
ation is developing in Turkey. 
For some months, the gov­ 
ernm ent of Prem ier Adnan 
Menderes has been enacting 
legislation designed to crush 
all opposition. 
On the surface, it looks as 
if M enderes’ position is se­ 
cure. 
His 
Democratic 
P a r t y , 
which came into power in 
1950, has about 450 of the 
541 seats in the single-cham­ 
ber Parliament. 
But the opposition parties, 
however small, show' no dis­ 
position to be crushed, and 
there is growing dissension in 
the Democratic Party itself. 
A num ber of Democratic dep­ 
uties have bolted the party 
and now hold their seats as 
independents. 


ON 
JUNE 
7, 
Menderes 
rammed through the National 
Assembly a law which makes 
practically any criticism of 
the government a penal of­ 
fense. 
On June 27, he rammed 
through another law which 
forbids public political meet­ 
ings and demonstrations ex­ 
cept during the period of 45 
days before an election. 
Next day, 10 Turkish news­ 
paper correspondents 
were 
barred from the National As­ 
sembly 
building 
o n 
t h e 
charge that they insulted Par­ 
liament. 
On 
July 
2, the National 
Assembly stripped four mem­ 
bers of the opposition Repub­ 
lican Party of their parlia­ 
m e n t a r y 
immunity. 
This 
makes them liable to prosecu­ 
tion on the Charge of making 
insulting speeches against the 
government. 


THREE opposition groups 


issued a statem ent last week 
accusing the Menderes gov­ 
ernm ent of heading toward 
totalitarian rule. 
The statem ent said that 
since the last election, in 
1954, the government had 
taken a series of unconstitu­ 
tional steps to deprive the 
people of free elections, free 
organization, freedom of ex­ 
pression 
and 
freedom 
of 
opinion. 
Only 65 members of Parlia­ 
ment were sponsors of the 
statem ent. 
But 
the 
statem ent 
was 
signed by a tough political 
fighter—Gen. 
Ismet 
Inonu, 
leader of the People’s Repub­ 
lican Party and president of 
Turkey for 12 years until the 
Democratic sweep of 1950. 
For years, the Republican 
Party was the sole political 
party in Turkey. Menderes 
and Bayar were members of 
it. They formed the Demo­ 
cratic Party in 1945. It took 
them but five years to unseat 
lnonu. 


AN UNSTABLE economic 
situation has been weakening 
Menderes for a long time. 
Dissension in the Demo­ 
cratic Party broke into the 
open 
last 
October 
when 
nine 
rebellious 
Democratic 
deputies were thrown out of 
the party and 10 more re­ 
signed from it. 
Foreign Minister Fuad Ko- 
prulu resigned his post on 
June 19 in a party dispute. 
The 
opposition 
members 
led by Inonu have boycotted 
meetings of the National As­ 
sembly since June 27, the day 
the Menderes bill curbing po­ 
litical activities was passed. 
No national elections ar** 
due in Turkey until May, 
1958. But it looks as if there 
may be explosive develop­ 
ments before then.

Deer are plentiful in Marin 
and the coastal area from all 
reports and it should be a ban­ 
ner year for the marksmen. 
Now is the time to test your 
rifle. Be sure to sight it in 
or have the necessary repairs 
attended to that you were go­ 
ing to take care of at the end 
of last season. If you’ve pur­ 
chased a new gun, be sure to 
sight it in and select the right 
ammunition. 
The coastal archery season 


opens July 21 and closes on 
the 30th. 
In the high sierra 
the season opens on the 1st and 
closes the 10th, the take is one 
buck and two bears.

Deer season in controversial 
Glen County opens on Sept. 22 
and closes Oct. 22. 
In the high sierra the season 
starts Sept. 22 and ends Oct. 
28. Northern Humboldt Coun­ 
ty is included in this season. 
Remember in order to. hunt 
deer you must have a state 
hunting license and deer tags. 
A digest of the hunting laws 
can be secured from your fav­ 
orite sporting goods store.

Striped Bass 
Catch Good 
In Delta Area 
Small striped bass, generally 
under 12 inches long, are be­ 
ing 
caught 
in 
considerable 
numbers in the Sacramento 
river and Delta area during the 
summer months, the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game be­ 
lieves. 
A recent drive by Fish and 
Game wardens in the area net­ 
ted 22 violators for possession 
of undersized fish, and showed 
that many other fishermen 
were catching and releasing 
small stripers. 
Because most of the anglers 
were using cut sardine bait to 
catch catfish, the small stripers 
were swallowing, the bait and 
many were injured when taken 
off the hook. 
For this reason they ap­ 
pealed to sportsmen to use 
worms for catfish bait, as the 
stripers usually do not take 
this form of bait as readily 
as catfish. 
If small striped bass do hap­ 
pen to take this bait, anglers 
are asked to use extreme care 
in removing the small fish from 
the hook and returning them 
unharmed to the water.

Coots, 585,000 or up 58 per 
cent. Increased hunting pres­ 
sure due to publicity and en­ 
couragement of coot hunting 
was a factor. 
Jackrabbits, 1,241,000 or an 
increase of 3.4 per cent. 
Cottontail and brush rabbits, 
457,000, down 9 6 per cent. 
Geese, 338.000, down 20.9 
per cent from 1954. 
The 1955 deer bag, as com­ 
piled from tag returns, was 
71,126, down 5.9 per cent from 
the 1954 season. 
A total of 11,016 question­ 
naires were mailed, and 5,082 
were returned.

State Acts To 
Trout Fishery 
Prevent 
Disease 


Steps necessary to prevent! 
spread of redmouth disease in­ 
to the California trout fishery 
will be taken by the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game under 
existing regulations.

I’ve been studying the homes 
j of a dozen bright delinquent 
teen-agers. They’ve committed 
every crime in the book. Arson, 
I rape, grand theft, assault As 
I read their records, I shudder­ 
ed. Yet each one of them is 
bright. Each one could have 
been a success in life. I went 
to their homes to find out 
why 
they 
were 
delinquent. 
Here’s what I found. 
Each home had three impor­ 
tant elements missing. The first 
was companionship. Not one of 
these monsters had some from 
a friendly home. There’d been 
no laughter or joy when they 
were little. Only angry words, 
tears, antagonism. 
The second factor missing 
was religion. These kids had 
not gone to church. They had 
not belonged to good church 
gangs. They hadn’t been taught 
to pray. They were godless. 
They lacked moral standards. 
They had never felt spiritual 
inspiration. 
The third elem ent missing 1 
was consistent love. Some of 
them had known a little love 
now and then. But it had not 
been consistent. Most of them 
had never felt their parents 
really were on their side. They 
had grown up feeling they 
were all alone in a hostile 
world. That is a terrible feel­ 
ing for anyone. Especially for 
a bright, sensitive child. 
♦ In other respects the 
12 
homes were different. Three of 
them had big incomes. Nine 


had small incomes. Four had 
one parent missing, six didn’t. 
Two were foster homes. Three 
of the homes contained an adult 
alchoholic. Nine didn't. 
Juvenile delinquency is caus­ 
ed. The roots go back to home 
life in babyhood. Get the pic­ 
ture? My dozen bright delin­ 
quent teen-agers are not acci­ 
dents. They are criminals now 
because they missed out on 
companionship, faith and love. 
Why do 1 tell you about 
these homes? So you can check 
on your own home. Are these 
three elem ents missing in your 
home? 1 hope not. 
R E A D E R FO R U M 
(Q) “Our daughter is 16. Re­ 
cently she started smoking. All 
her friends smoke too. Does 
that mean they are all delin­ 
quent?” 
Mrs. T. 
(A) Not necessarily. Most de­ 
linquent 16 - year - old girls 
smoke. But not all who smoke 
are otherwise delinquent.

SAN FRANCISCO M — Gen­ 
eral 
employment, 
excluding 
domestic and farm workers, in 
three

reached a new all-time high 
of 5,427,500 in mid-May, the 
U.S. Department of Labor re­ 
ported today.
